The Fugitive Boodler Escapes 
the Clutches of Pursuing 
Detectives. 


Help Him to Reach 
Canada. 


MoGarigle’s Escape—The Boodler Inter- 
viewed at Sarnia, will 
Return. to Chicago — States’-Attorney 
Grinnell Orders His Arrest on a Mon- 
treal Indictment—Arrest of Dr. St. John 
~The Boodlers’ Trial.

SARNIA, Ontario, August 1.—McGarigle, the 
Chicago boodler, arrived here yesterday morn- 
ing by the schooner Edward Blake. The 
Blake and the Marsh were in the same 
tow, and while still in American 
waters, were approached by detectives 
on board the Oriole who demanded 
that the Blake be cast loose, which was done. 
Immediately a yawl left the schooner with 
McGarigie and struck out for ths Canadian 
shore. McGarigie was landed st Point Edward 
and anven at once to Courtwright, twelve 
miles Below, on the river. This was only a 
blind, however, as he was driven back and is 
here now.

HOW M’GARIGLE ESCAPED. 


Statements of Captains Freer and Irwin 
The Fugitive Interviewed. 


Pos? Huron, Mich., August 1.—The foliow- 
ing la another account of McGarigie’s landing 
in Canada: It appears that when the tug 
Orient approached the schooner Blake, which 
was fast in the tow of four vessels, the 
schooner Marsh next ahead dropped the tow 
line amd the Blake dropped rapidly astern. 
Her @aptain rushed forward, together with 
his rev, and raised a tremendous row 
for @ couple of minutes, kegping the 
attention of those on board the täg. Mean- 
while McGariglie, who had been transferred to 
the Mafsb in the straits, as reported some 
days ago. was bundled into a yawi and being 
pulled ashore. When the officers on the tug 
discovered the ruse, every effort was made to 
catch the yawl, but it got into shoal water 
safely before they could reach it. McGarigle 
jump@ ashore and rap rapidly up the street, 
| wh ws of the schooners jeered at the 
men en the tug. 

CAPT. FREER'S STORY. 

A reporter for a Chicago paper then went 
aboard the schooner Marsh, whose captain, 
| Freer, told the following story: ‘‘While we 
| were loading a cargo of cedurinthe straits, a 
' tug came alongside and wanted to know if I 
had seen anything of the Blake. I said I had 
not, and he then told me that they were de- 
tectives,and that they believed tha’ McGarigle 
was aboard of the Blake. Well, I live in 
Chicago, and, of course, know McGarigle by 
reputation, although I had never seen bim 
‘but once. I told the men that he would 
| probably come along in aday or two, and 

| then extended them the hospitality of my ves- 
sel. Theentirecrew then came aboard and 
went down tothe cabin, andl opened a bot- 
tie of my choicest sherry brandy. While they 
were drinking, I slipped on deck for a minute 
and saw the Blake coming along down the 
straits before afine breeze of wind. Well, I 
don't believe in harboring criminals or any- 
thing ofthat kind, but onthe impulse of the 
moment, I thought that there was a 
fellow-being with a wife and several 
children, who was sorry for what wrong he 
had done and was trying to keep out of the 
penitentiary. I hardly know what made me 
do it, but I slipped back into the cabin and, 
without saying anything about the approach- 
ing vessel, got out some more bottles. The 
detectives relished the stuff and they had a 
rollicking, jolly time of it. When they came 
on deck I don’t believe any one of them could 
have told a fishing-smack from a steamboat. 
But by this time the Blake was out of sight. 

M’GARIGLE TRANSFEREED. 

„Well, I finished loading and started down 
for Buffalo. About loo lock Saturday night 
loverhauled the Blake on Lake Huron and 
told them that officers were laying for her. A 
few minutes laterthe Blake headed into me 
and stove in the starboard quarter of my ves- 
sel. At tune same time a man jumped aboard 
and the vessels drifted apart. I recognized 
him a8 MeGarigle, and, with tears stream- 
ing down his face, he begged me to 
put bim ashore. I told him I would 
and did. I never in my life saw

face. When vour tug came alongside he was 
in the cabin, shaking like a man with the 
palsy. He thought the tug bad been sent out 
to capture him, but if it had been, I don’t 
think he would have been taken alive. Not 
that he would have made any resistance, but I 
am pretty sure he would have jumped over- 
board and drowned himself before he would 
have zone back to prison. When I lowered 
the boat and told him we were ready he 
seemed paralyzed, and could hardly move. I 
jumped down into the cabin and helped him 
on deck, and steadied him until he got into 
the boat. 
CAPT. IRWIN'S ACCOUNT. 

While Capt. F eer was telling this story the 
tow had rounded w, and when this point was 
reached was picking up the Blake, which had 
come down the river undersail. She came 
alongside of the Marsh, the reporter jumped 
aboard of her and asked Capt. Irwin to give 
some account of how he came to enter into the 
conspiracy to run McGarigle into Canada. He 
was very reticent and at first refused to say 
a word about it. After a good deal of 
coaxing he said: ‘‘When I got to Chi-

noon I met him na buggy on Fifth avenue.

A little after 10 o'clock aman, 
whom I recognized by the description given 
me, came in. I asked him if his name was 
Williams. He nodded his head and we went 
down to the vessel together. Then we towed 
outand got along all right only the wind has 
been tantalizing during almost the entire 
voyage. * 

Capt. Irwin confirmed the story of the mas- 
tor ot the schooner Higgie as to meeting the 
Blake off Manistee. He would make no def - 
nite admissions regarding the person who ar- 
ranged for McGarigle’s passage. In nearly all 
of his conversation he spoke guardedly, but 
he let out enough to strengthen the suspicion 
that Dr. St. John and Janitor Dell knew more 
aboutthe escape of MeGarigle than anyone 
else in Chicago. 

M'GARIGLE INTERVIEWED. 

The reporter then went back to Sarnia, and 
after considerable search found McGarigle, 
who appeared terribly changed. His features 
are haggard and sallow and his eyes havea 
haunted expression. 

‘‘l am worn out with worry and excite- 
ment, he said, and it would be simply 
torture forme to comply to the extent you 
desire. Iam sick and need rest so badly that 
I must ask you to wait until to-morrow. Say 
for me, however, that I will be back to 
Chicago in less than three months, and when I 
come I will not be hounded as a rascally 
thief. This investigation that is now being 
held will develop my innocence of any corrupt 
act, and will convince the people of Chicago 
that, in spite of all the ‘squealing’ thatis being 
made in court, I am not implicated in any 
crooked transactions. The worst that can be 
said of me is that I had money given to me by 
contractors to give the County Commissioners. 
Not one cent of it stuck to my fingers. lama 
poor man to-day.’’ 

MoGariglie said he planned the escape him- 
self and regrets that he was obliged so impose 
on the generosity of Sheriff Matson in the way 
he did. It I staid in jail,’’ said he, it was 
absolutely certain that I would have a spell of 
typhoid fever. My system could not stand 
that, and it became impergtive for me to get 
out. An opportunity for escape presented 
itself and I embraced it. 


8 MoGarigle's Arrest Ordered. 


CuHicaGco, III., August 1.—A telegram from 
Sarnia, Ontario, filed at 1 o’clock this morning 
says instructions have been received from 
States-Attorney Grinnell of Chicago, and the 
Chief of Police, to arrest McGarigle on an in- 
dictment issued at Montreal.

CaLCcuTTA, August 1.—Advices from Canda- 
har state thatthe Ameer of Afghanistan has 
caused a proclamation to be posted in the 
bazaarin that city, informing his subjects 
thatthe British Government is holding six 
infantry divisions, each consisting of 
nine regiments, with cavalry and 
artillery, in readiness to march into Afghan- 
istan to suppress the revolt of the Ameer’'s 
enemies in the interior.

The opponents of the Ameer explain thatin 
issuing the proclamation,the Ameer is playing 
his last trump card, as he finds that the people 
value his advance with England more than 
they value the Ameer himself.

PASTORAL PIBACY. 


Dr. Felton Accuses His Brethren of For- 
aging - 

Rev. Dr. Felton of Union Methodist Church 
has never had the reputation of being a sen- 
sational preacher, but he has been stirring 
things up at Union Church the last two Sun- 
days. Yesterday was his last ap- 

oe before his departure for 
hie vacation. As it was also communion 
Sunday there was an unusually large audience 
which enjoyed the cool air that rustied through 
the heavy leaved trees outside. When the fine- 
looking pastor stepped around from behind 
the pulpit and the choir had quit bustling 
about in the organ loft and had perched like 
singing birds away up on the highest seats, 
the congregation sat back with a satisfied 
look, like those whose religious feelings and 
fans are in good working order, and who are 
prepared to enjoy a brief sermon. 
BUT THE SERMON 
was a peculiar one. Probably some of them 
knew that something unusual was coming be- 
cause of the pastor’s little volley of hesitating 
coughs like the discharges a hunter gives his 
newly cleaned gun to get it in order for 
close work.

ALASKA. 


WONDERS OF THE FAR-OFF LAND SEEN BY 
A TRAVELER. 


Geo. B. Thomson’s Experienee in a Pleasure 
Trip Just Ended—Sitka and its Inhabit- 
ante—Chilcat and Chilcut—The Mines of 
Alaska—Gardens on the Hill-Sides—Some 
Interesting Statements. 


Geo. B. Thompson returned this morning 
from his summer trip, full of the giories of 
Alaska. Mr. Thomson visited that far-off 
land merely for purposes of observation, and 
made the round-trip without stoppage, ex- 
cept as the steamer laid up for a brief time. 

left st. Louls on the Burlington route 
for St. Paul, said Mr. Thomson this 
afternoon to a Posr- DISPATCH reporter, and 
took the Northern Pacific route for Portland, 
which I reached in five days. Ithen went by 


the Oregon Transcontinental Line to 
Tacoma, and there took the steamer 
Olympian for Victoria, Vancouver's 


Land. We left Victoria at 10:30 on the morning 
of July 12, sailing direct from the inland seas 
of British America, leaving the Olympian 
range of mountains and Mount Tacoma 14,000 
feet high on the right. That same evening 
the vessel ran into the Pacific Ocean for the 
first time. We were at sea only two 
hours, On July 13, we passed 
Bellabella, a small town on Vancover’s 
Land. On the Mth we landed at Fort Simpson, 
the last British fort onthe Northern Pacific 
Ocean and the last station north of the Hud- 
son Bay country. Here we first saw the 
INDIAN TOTTAM POLES. 

Each Chief and sub-Chief of a tribe has a 
rudely carved pole in front of his dwell- 
ing supposed to indicate the genealogy of 
his family and corresponding to our 
geneal ogical tree. At2p.m. we sailed into 
Queen Chariotte Sound, and during the night 
made our last trip into the waters of the Pa- 


cific. From this point our course was 
through the inland seas. We arrived at 
Sitka at 9 a. m., July 13. Sitka is 
situated on a beautiful bay and has a 
fine harbor. When we arrived the United 
States snip Pinta was anchored there. 
She was the only United States vessel 
in Alaskan waters. The as of Sitka is 
n 


1,500, of which 1,000 are ians, 400 Russians 
and 100 white men. The Indians are, 
as a rule, of a finer class 
than the ordinary Indians. Their morals 


however, are at very low ebb, and they are 
badiy diseased. It is a common thing for 
fathers to hire out their daughters, 10 
and 12 years of age, for immoral 
urposes. Men and women dress well 
n bright colored blankets. The women wear 
for ornaments two and three earrings, one 
above the other. For additional ornaments they 
ierce their lips and in the holes put plugs of 
orn, wood or silver, with the pointed end 


out. The Presbyterian Church has a good, 
substantial mission, with 125 boys and 
girls, who have been adopted and 
are being educated by the church. 


There are but three horses in all Alaska, and 
they are mules. Two of them belong 
to the Mission, and one, which Ras 
a record of eighteen years’ residence, 
belongs to the Government All of the 
transportationis done by boats. The princi- 
pal object of interest in Sitka is the Greek 
Church, which was built forty-two years ago 
by the Russian Government. It is now 
being redecorated by thut Government 
at a cost of $7 500. There are 
in the church some significant paiotings 
meunted in solid gold and silver. They 
were donated by the Russian Govern- 
ment and were all made in Si- 
beria. The Greek Church follows the 
Scriptures where they say: Thou shalt not 
make unto thyself any graven image, etc.; 
so they paint on canvas the face, bands and 
feet and the balance of the figure, and 
the drapery they make of silver and 
gold. The Bishop’s crown contains $22,000 
worth of precious stones. All the expenses of 
the church are borne by the Russian Govern- 
ment. 
OUR STEAMER LEFT SITKA 

at 5:30 on July 15 and anchored that same even- 
ing in Silver Lake. She dropped her anchor 
forty feet from the shore in 57% fathoms 
of water. The take is four miles in cir- 
cumference surrounded by lofty mountains, 
whose peaks are covered with snow and ice. 
The entrance was just wide enough for 
our ship to pass through. On the west 
of the lake are magnificent waterfalls. 
There is a large silver mine two and a halt 
miles from the lake worked by the Alaska Mill 


and Mining Company. Most of the passengers 
went ashore to fish, but a heavy fog 
drove them back, and the follow- 
ing morning early we sailed. At 


10 o'clock that merning we came in sight of 
lceberus, and we passed thousands of 
them onour way to Glacier Bay, some 
of them bigher than the ship, 
We steamed through immense fields of 
ice. At 12 m. the thermameter marked 42 
degrees. Atthe same time I believe it was 
lingering around 105 degrees here. At 12 a. 
m. we anchored about a mile from the 
Meuir glacier. In its front view it resembles 


the Horseshoe of Niagara Falls. It ig 370 
feet hig Az miles across, and ex- 
tends back 78 miles, a solid mass 


of snow, ſce and boulders. Immense masses 
of ice are constantly falling into the water 


with * sound like distant thunder. 
The larger pieces in their fall create 
a gwell that causes the vessel to rock 


upon the ocean a mile away. Most of the pas- 
sengers landed and walked to the top of the 


giacier. There were several am- 
ateur 2 who obtained 
excellent views. hileinthe bay we tieda 


the capstan to an 
iceberg to the side of the vessel. We then 
cut away. what we needed for the return trip. 
If coal was only as cheap as ice the trip woul 
be a very cheap one, but at Juneau coal is $12 
a ton. 

At Ta-ni we raised anchor and were off for 
Chilcat and Chilcut,two Indian Oillages, which 
we reached at 6:30 on the morniny of the 17th. 
These villages are 18 miles north of Suka. 
We found that all of the Indian inhabitants 


bad gone on a fishing expedition, and 
not a soul was left in the village. 
The doors of the cabias were 
closed, but not locked. We inspected 
alarge number of Indian graves. Formerly 
the dead were cremated but now they are 
buried and all their personal effects are left on 
the top of their graves. Several 
of the graves we saw had wooden 
chests, leather trunks and valises and 


carpet-bags on them. These are all * 
to go to the happy hunting ground with their 
former owners. At Chilcat we found the 
longest day of our trip. We could read 
& newspaper on the steamer’s deck at 
12:80 a. m., and at 2:30 a. m. it was daylight 
again.

MR. ALLEN ENTERS. | 


THE UNEXPECTED ARRIVAL OF THE PRES- 
IDENT OF THE COUNCIL. 


Is It a Game to Beat a Possible Veto of the 
Bridge & Tunnel Terminal Bill—The 
Lobbyists Busy, While Mayor Francis 
Explains at Long Range—Street Sprink- 
lers Not Slow to Take a Timely Warn. 
ing—The Dorsett Conduit Veto—Muni- 
cipal Matters. 


As the journal of the Municipal Assembly 
would phrase it, Mr. Allen here enters. 
President George W. Allen of the Council 


putin an unexpected appearance at the City 


Hall this morning. He wore a light summer 
suit and a broad smile, and proceeded at once 
to the Mayor’s office where he assumed the 
executive chair. Secretary Fanning and Sergt. 
McGrew exchanged smiles and glances, but 
said nothing on the advent of the new boss. 
During the morning visitors who called to see 
Mayor Francis, on learning that he had not yet 
returned, asked for Acting-Mayor Bannerman, 
but were told that Mr. Allen had returned un- 
expectedly to assume the reins. This sudden 
arrival is generally understood to mean some- 
thing. 
ON LAST THURSDAY MORNING 

the Bridge & Tunnel terminal extension bill 
was laid on the Mayor’s desk for signa- 
ture. This measure grants to the com- 
pany the right to extend their tracks 


over five miles, within the city limits, and the 
total amount offered to the city in considera- 
tion for this franchise is $15,000 towards the 
construction of the Grand avenue bridge, which 
has already cost the city $420,000. How this bill 
was pushed through the Council and stripped 
ot every provision to reimburse the city or 


protect its commerce has already been ex- 
plained. It was passed in the Council by 
a vote cast b some of the members 


for the most seltish reasons, viz: Business 
advantages which they enjoyed. The support 
iven in the House was drawn principaily 
rom the worst desks on the floor. On the 
night of its passage the delegates were di- 
rected by the lobbyists, who appeared on the 
scene carrying boxesof fragrant cigars and 
who directed the movements of their servants 
from positions just outside of the railing. 
The Executive did not escape suspicion fr 
this connection. At the time the Merchants’ 
Terminal bill passed it was reported that an 
arrangement had been entered into by which 
the opposition to the Bridge & Tunnel Com- 
pany and the Missouri Pacific influences in the 
Assembly was withdrawn on condition that 
the Merchants’ people would agree to inter- 
ose no objection to the passage of the 
sridge & Tunnel bill when it came up. 
The Merchants’ bill passed, and by the boodle 
route, too, notwithstanding the vehement 
denials of some of the honorable gentlemen 
who backed it up. Mr. Francis is now in the 
East. He has telegraphed back to say that, 
when the POST-DISPATCH Insinuates that an 
arrangement was entered into between 
the Merchant’s Terminal Company 
and the Bridge & Tunnel Company, 
it insinuates what he believes 
isalie. He expects to return to the city on 
Wednesday. Ibere is a question now whether 
Mr. Allen’s special mission here is to sign the 
bridge bill or whether he will 
LEAVE IT FOR MAYOR FRANCIS. 

On Friday and Saturday some ofthe states- 
men who have hired themselves out to the 
Bridge & Tunnel Company, uryed Acting- 
Mayor Bannerman to sign the bill. He replied 
that according to his notion the Acting Mayor 
has no right to dispose of any business of such 
vast importance, if it could be delayed for the 
action of the Mayor. Mr. Allen entertains 
very different views. He believes that he is 
Mayor in the absence of Mr. Francis, so much 
so that he has no hesitation in revoking the 
orders issued by the Mayor, as he did in the 
cab-stand matter. Mr. Allen’s railroad pro- 


clivities are well known, and Mayor 
Francis’ sentiments on the grant of val- 
uable franchises are also well known 


and it is thought that he would not affix his 
approval to the bill. Since Mr. Allen’s arrival 
he nas been visited by Judge Henry D. Laugh- 
lin, Ed Butler and Ed Devoy, three gentlemen 
who have advocated the passage of the bill in 
the Assembly, and who now wish to have it 
signed at once. 


The Frisco’s Proposition. 


A proposition has been reccived from the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, 
offering to give the city the right to

Senator STANFORD, President of the 
Central Pacifico and Southern Pacifico, and 
author of the famous declaration of the 
moral and legal right of railroads to 
charge all the traffic will bear,“ has 
been permitted to answer in writing the 
questions put to him by the Pacific Rail- 
road Commission, and the brazen brill- 
iancy of his answers is perfectly daz- 
zling. 

First he claims that the $8,000,000 p er 
annum which the Government paid for 
transportation when there was no road 


should be credited annually to the Pacific 


Railroad line, whether it carries anything 
for the Government or not. 

Secondly, he claims that the road should 
be credited with the discount of $7,000,000 
for which the loaned bonds were sold, and

Thirdly, he claims that the Government 
owes the Union and Central $37,000,000 be- 
cause it has prevented them from charg- 
ing all that the traffic would bear and 
forced them to accept that much less for 
transportation by chartering and aiding 
the construction of other Pacific roads! 

By such items as these he makes out 
that the Government of the United States 
is honestly and lawfully indebted to the 
Central Pacific in the sum of $63,000,000, 
which should be credited on the Govern- 
ment’s claim against that road. 

If the United States Government, after 
putting $100,000,000 worth of land and 
bonds into the Central Pacific and getting 
nothing out of it, has thereby become in- 
debted to the road in the sum of $63,000,000 
for injuries done to it by permitting rival 
roads to be built, how much does Presi- 
dent STANFORD owe? He put $1,500 into 
that road and has got fifty or more mill- 
ions out of it, and has used part of the 
money to build the Southern Pacific, the

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The ostensible reason why an enormously 
valuable franchise should be given for noth- 
ing tothe St. Louis Bridge Company and the 
Tunnel Railway Company, is that specially 


low rates will be made for switching on its 
proposed extension and that moreover it will 
furnish an easy entrance tothe Union Depot 
for new railways coming into St. Louis. 

Section (provides that the company shall 
not charge more than $i for rae es | cars 
any distance overits extension. Sections 3 
and 9 authorize anyrailway desfring to enter 
the city to use this extension, and provide how 
the charge therefor shall be fixed. If these 
sections were inserted in the bill in th 
and could be fully enforced, it woul 
be avery great benefit to the city. 
Bridge Company has very cunningly devised a 
loop-hole to escape compliance with these 
fine promises. 

Section 2 authorizes the construction of a 
road from Twenty-first street to a junction 
with the tracks of the Wabash Western Rail- 
way Company near Cabanne avenue; thence 
for some three miles to the crossing of Olive 
street road the tracks of the Wabash Western 
are to be used. Now the rightto use those 
tracks comes by agreement with that com- 
pany, but they are not a party to this ordi- 
nance and cannot be made so without their 
consent. It follows that when this bill be- 
comes a law, if in its present sha the 
Bridge & Tunnel Company will have it in their 
power to charge as they please to points west 
of Cabanne avenue, for that will then be over 
the Wabash tracks and they (the Wabash) 
will make such additional charge as they 
please and the city cannot prevent it. ’ 

The same will 2 to any new road de- 
siring to enter the city over the proposed line 
and especially if itis a line apt to be a stron 
competitor ofthe Wabash. The Bridge 
Tunnel Company will allow the use of their 
tracks from the Union Depot to Cabanne 
and also north of Olive street, but will claim 
that they have no jurisdiction over the Wabash 
tracks between those two 12 and the city 
Will remain as badly fenced in as it is now. 

To cover this loop-hole, Delegate Ha in 
committee offered an amendment that the 
Bridge & Tunnel Company, when accepting 
the ordinance, should file an ment on 
the part of the Wabash Railroad that it 
would allow the use of its tracks de- 
tween Cabanne avenue and Olive street road, 
subject to the provisions of the ordinance 
(subject to limitation of switching charge and 
right of use by their roads) butthe ta- 
tives of the Bridge Company fought it bitter- 
ly, and succeeded in hay the committee 
throw itout. The Wabash Western road 
Company owns half of the lease of the ldge 
& Tunnel Company, and their refusal (for it 
practically is their refusal) to allow such an 
agreement to be filed shows most conclusively 
how they will take advantage of the b con- 
ditioned provisions of the bill whenever the 
opportunity comes and nullify the entire 
benefit to be derived by the city from this

Once within the walls of tle asylum De Seil- 
liere was, for the time being, as completely 
lost to the world as if he had been buriedina 
deep dungeon under the towers of Vin- 
cennes. It was two days even before his 
friends were certain that he had been locked 
up in an asylum. He was placed in a straight. 
jacket immediately and hypodermic injections 
of dru were made by force. Their effect 
was to produce anabnornal cerebral excite- 
ment, accompanied by confusion of ideas. 
While he was in this state a physician named 
Montel, an authority on insanity, and a med. 
ical reporter were posted behind a screen, 
and the Baron was goadedto anger and in- 
temperate words by Dr. Falret. The report 
ofter this examination was to the effect that

Then followed a delicate system of torture. 
On the pretense of treating him for disease of 
the nerves, acids were em ever to burn the 
flesh off his back. The Baron has brought 
away a sbirt which he wore, and itis all 
charred with the corroding liquid.

igoned, and his friends think that but for 
his fear he surely would have been.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


SUNDAY LAW MANDAMUS CASES 
SHELVED FOR THE SUMMER. 


THE 


A Demurrer Filed To-Day for Prosecating- 
Attorney Claiborne and Assistant Dierkes 
—Judge Valliant Has Enough Work on 
Hand, With the Mercury in the Nineties, 
and the Sunday Controversy Is Laid 
Over Tin October—Decisions Under the 


Dome This Morning. 


Judge Valliant announced from the bench 
this morning, in Circuit Court No. 5, that the 


Sunday law mandamus cases would not be dis- 


posed of until the October term. The 
controversy is thus shelved for the 
summer. As previously stated in 
the columns of the Post-DISPATCH 


Prosecuting- Attorney Claiborne and Assistant- 
Prosecuting- Attorney Dierkes directed Chas. 
M. Napton and L. A. Steber to appear before 
the Circuit Court in their behalf, and Mr. Nap- 
ton at the opening of court to-day handed fin 
the following demurrer to the writ: 

THE DEMURRER. 

The writ of mandamus does not lie at the 
relation of a private individual against a pub- 
lic officer to compel the performance of duties 
due to the State assuch. There is therefore a 
defect of parties plaintiff and the petitioners 
have not the legal capacity to institute this 
suit. 

There isa misjoinder of parties defendant. 
Said respondents hold different offices, have 
different duties and should not be made co- 
respondents tothe same writ. The alterna- 


tive writ commands the respondent Claiborne 
to perform the duties of respondent Dierkes 
and vice versa. 

This Court has no jurisdiction over the sub- 
ject matter. The respondents are by the com- 
mon law and statutes of Missouri vested solely 
with the power and duty of prosecuting or not 
prosecuting the causes referred to in said 
writ. They are vested with discretionary 
powers in the premises, and the discretion of 
this Court cannot be substituted for theirs. 

The statutes provide the remedy in case 
said respondents fail to perform their duties, 
and this is not the remedy. See section 13, 
cap 3, concerning the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, vol. 2, Revised Statutes, paxe 1513. 

Sections 18, 16 and 18 0o 
and Sections 513. 514, 524 
Revised Statutes vest said respondents with 
the ordinary and common law powers of 
State Attorneys, and they are — given 
discretionary power in all prosecutions in 
their courts. : 

The respondents are charged by law with 
the execution of the criminal laws of the State, 
and this court has no jurisdiction to determine 
how or when they shall perform their duties. 

The writ commands the respondents to in- 
stitute such prosecutions against each of said 
offenders as eat by lawto do. Said 
is not sufficiently specific; itshould specify the 
acts required. The duties of State’s-Attorneys 
are very multifarious in the prosecution of 
offenders. They may consist of only afew or 
all of the following items: Hearing statements 
Po ns gage witnesses, passing on their 
sufficiency, passing on the propriety of the 
prosecution, drawing the information, classi- 
fying the crime or a the offense, 
swearing to the information or getting some 
one else to do so, issuing subpa@nas, asking 
for attachments for witnesses, continuing the 
case or entering a  nolle ros., accept- 
ing a plea and various acts dependent upon 
the circumstances of the case. The writis 
defective in not calling forthe specific act 
required of said respondents. It frequently 
becomes the duty of the public prosecutor to 
enter a nolle, and the writ should show 
whether such action is required bere. 

If the respondent instead of demurring 
should answer that he has seen fit to enter a 
nolle in these cases what could the Circuit 


Courtdo? This question also bears directly 


on the jurisdiction of this court. 

The facts stated in the writdo not warrant 
the issuance of a peremptory mandamus. 

NO DECISION AT THIS TERM. 

Mr. Napton stated to the Court that he was 
prepured at — time to afgue the matter. If 
the position taken by the representative of the 
Police Board in that case should be sustained 


‘there was little occasion for a hearing, bat if 


it should be overruled there were points upon 
which t would be well to have a hearing in 
this case. It was desirable to have all points 
determined in the Cireuit Court before the 
cases wentuptothe Supreme Court and a 
technicalities could be disposed of in this 
court. 

Judge Valliant said that the Court had as 
much matter under advisement and as much 
work as it could undertake for the reminder 
of the present term. If the representatives of 
the Prosecuting Attorney and his assistant

An Ancestor’s Debts. 


Judge Valliant rendered a decision to-day in 
the suit of Mrs. Mary L. Tyler against John G. 
Priest, administrator.

While it is true that real estate is 
not, strictly speaking, assets in the 


hands of an administrator, but goes to 
the heir primarily, subject to be afterwards 
taken from him and devoted to payment of 
debts, if there is a failure of personality for 
that purpose, still the legal proposition re- 
mains that the heir’s real estate is liable sub 
modo to the payment of his ancestor’s debts. 
During the time the admin stration remains 


pending in the Probate Court the heir 
may be required to surrender his 
land to the process of that 


court if the circumstances require it and after 
the administration is closed he may be called 
to answer tothe same effect in the Circuit 
Court. This liability is as applicable to a debt 
established after the first two years of the ad- 


— as to one established within that 
me. 
As long as a valid debt against the 


ancestor remains unpaid and not barred 
by the administration proceedings, real estate 
in the hands of the heir is liable in some form 
or other, and in some tribunal] to its payment. 
This makes the payment of the ancestor’s 
debt a matter of personal Interest to the Beir, 
and would be a sufficient consideration to au 
port a contract made y bim in 
relation to the subject, and while 
e as as against the administrator 
the right to the possession of his real estate 
and the rents and profits thereof until called 
in by order of the Probate Court, yet it is a 
right that he may waive. The administrator 
therefor cannot be said to be a trespasser if he 


takes ession without an order of court, 
but with the consent of the heir. If the 
heir should think it better to let 


the administrator take his rents even without 
an order of court, and apply them from year 
to year as assets, and thereby perhaps save 
corpus of his land, why should he not do

Her husband, who is the son of 
wealthy people and a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Sydney, New South Wales, is at pres- 
ent acting as cook in a restaurant at 8 Bennett 
street, Boston. The story of the woman’s 
courtship and marriage, as was outlined in the 
papers last Tuesday, is a romance of no 
mean order. Her father, Alexander Smart, 
was a well-to-do miller in New South Wales, 


but lost his fortune in the failure of the Stock 
Raisers’ Bank in 1879. The young woman
